The pictures were given to 
the Archives in 1966 by the 
late President’s family, on con- 
dition that no one but Federal 
investigators be allowed to see 
them until 1971. 

Rhoads said nobody from 
Garrison’s office ever asked 
him for the pictures, but re- 
fused to comment further.
